NOTABLE TIPSTERS IN ENGLAND. 



.-\ sell-el ion of lipsti-rs’ advertisements relating to 
Hu- Derby e.xiending over the last sixty or sevoiily 
VI ars xvolilil form a eiirlous eliapler. Wln-ii the rae- 
ing lipsler eanie inlo i-xistenee in I-Inglaml it w.iuhl 
III- k.iril to tell, hill ei-n.-iinly not until hiKikiuakers 
lieiame fairly pleiilifitl. 

I’or a great mimher of years in order to he able 
to liaek a horse to win any eonsideralile stake ou an 
Mnglisli race it was nei-essary that it should Is- op 
jHisi-il hy some other animal with a strong follow- 
ing. Kilt as ra<-iiig iK-i-auie rather (irofessional than 
aiiiali-iir a class of men siirang up who were ready 
to lay the oxlds against any horse winning. 

Thi-y dill Ihis not from any prejmlice against the 
.-inimai ils«-lf. hill from Hie experii-nox* that the liehi 
ofli-n i-iint.-iined the Is-st hors*-. So to the grx-at c-oti 
xeiiii-ne,- Ilf sporlsiiien. Hie "iK-ttor round.” or “leg,” 
as he was originally termed, came into existem—. 
W illiam Ogden, the Newmarket Oracle, which uiek- 
name suggests that he was also a tipster, is geiier- 
.:lly i-onsidered to have iK-eu the first liookmaki-r 
pio|u-r. and he would ap|iear to have been at Hie 
l eiiilh of his fame about the .rear 1797. 

.\t Hu* iK-gimiing of the uiueteeiith ci-ntury Cloves 
:uul Itiihiiisou w«-re a pair of “iiencillers” well 
kiioxvu all xiver the Kingdom wherever a race m.tet- 
log was held, hut the redoubtable Mr. CTockford, 
erst dealer in shellfish, was the first to make him- 
self eonspieuoiis a head and shoulders above his as- 
siK-iales in laying Iho odds. The latter ma.v htt 
taken to have Ix-eii the prototyi»e of Davit-s, the 
la'viathaii. whose iiiiiiie. perhaiis, was iK-tter known 
lo the public of his lime Ilian that of any other 
iNiokniaker before or since. Davies is creditial with 
I he invention of iK-tting lists, which first euablexl 
the “man in the siri-et” to hack his fancy. 

Titislers have always made a gooil harvest out of 
the imrhy, beeause it is the iKximlar raee of the year, 
and liecan.se inaiiy |K-i-sons bet on it who never bet 
on any oilier raee. One of the earliest Derby tips of 
wlilcli we have an.v record concerns the event of 
1S91. It will be rememlK-rexl the first Derby was 
won b.v Sir Charles Kuulmr.v’s Diomed — that horse’s 
Mipreme effort, for he accomplished little or nothing 
afterward, and in eighteen years’ time was sold lor 
(Ifty guiiRias to go lo America. 

Kiit liefore Diomed left England he had a daugh- 
ter. Cianfi'ss, which in turn had a daughter uanit-d 
Eleanor, and she in ISOl created a rx*cord b.v being 
till- first filly to win both Derby and Oaks, a feat 
that was not eijualed until 1S.77, when Kliuk Bonny 
achieved like renown. 

Tradition relati‘8 that Cox. Sir Charles Bnnbur.v’s 
obi training groom, foretold Eleanor's victories un 
lU-r dram.-iflc circumstances. Two months before the 
Epsom meeting of ISOl he was seizx-d xvitli fatal 
illness, and his family and friends, together with a 
parson, assembled round bis lied. Something was 
seen to be on the dying m.an’s mind. 

He was given a glass of cordial, and thereupon, 
l*y a tremendous effort, he delivered himself of a 
jirivpheo.v, <-ouched in stable Anglo-Saxon, concerning 
Hlejinor’s ibmble crown. None of tlmse jiresent at 
tie- liedside — not forgetting the parson. It is said — 
bud reason to regret the ensuing Epsuui fixture — 



man. woman and child w(-re “ou” Eleanor for the 
double event. 

The iialmiest days of the Derby tiiister, however, 
were while the In-iting houses flourished in Lomlou. 
In 1S.S4 an act was passed making lotterii-s and 
gaming labb-K illegal, and to take their place Ix-t- 
Hug lists were instituted. Serle street (Strand) 
and laing Acre sxion iH-came full of these establisli- 
nieuts. and here it was that the IsMikmaker first 
ri-iill.v tasU-d blooxL and the general public iH-gtin to 
aeipiire a love of betting, its mysteries and Us 
chances. 

Then, too, it was that the advent of the Derb.v 
found the newspa|M-rs teeming with offers lo tip the 
XV inner. There were peoiile who bud dreamed it ny 
means of elaii-vo.x unce; there was the governess or 
lad.v’s maid in a noble family who had obtained a 
grand turf se<-ret (by evesdroiiping) ; there was the 
parson xvlio liad atteiuli-d a dying tout and wh.isi- 
ol)j<-et was lo lienelit the lout’s destitute famil.v. etc. 

All of Hi*‘se tipsters, as a rule, were ready lo 
part with the seeret for five shillings at the most, 
and no iloubt b.v spreading the whole field over the 
ajiplicants, lb«-.v obtained iirofit somewhere. Kettiug 
houses were nlKilishiHl by Cockbui-n's act, passed in 
1S.7IL At the last moment a fruitless attempt was 
made to add a elause to this statute by xvhleh tip- 
sters eould be proseeuted, together with the news- 
papers which insertt-d their .advertisements. 

iierti.v tips in verse began about the time of the 
aei-ession of Qu»-<-ii Victoria, and notwithstanding 
the diflieulties of rhyining, tipsters and the dogger.’I 
most of them wrote theirs have been the most start- 
ling and best auHieiitk-ated forecasts. 

In is;;7 Yates Hlarison of the Morning Advertisx'r) 
foretold tlie victory of an outsider. Phosphorus, 
TThi'-h started at 4'< to 1 and was dead lame on the 
eve of Hie race. ’I'liis prediction is considered one 
of tile most remarkable ou record, although a stHl 
stranger one was xvlien Intrepid (a rank outsiderl 
was placed first and St. I^nwreuce second months be- 
fore the raee in which they finished in that order. 

Ithyming tipsters cii.ioyed their greatest vogue in 
tlie ’tilt's. The most famous of them were Rhyming 
Itieliiird, who has heen identified us a i-lerk name,] 
Lindsay, and Orange Blossom, the pseiidon.vin of Hit- 
late Henry Smnrthwaite. As earl.v as .Tanuar.v, ISiJil. 
Itliymiiig ' Rif-Iiard prophesied the victory of Tlii.r- 
iiiaiiby for that year’s Derby, as follows: 

Fate’s pi-rfect .Mirror have I seen. 

The best yon ever saw man liy; 

And I liave siielt a name therein, 

And spelt it Into Tbormanby. 

The lietting against the horse was then about 
10 to 1. 

In 1.S61 Rhyming Richard ne.trl.v repeated his font 
of the previous year. On .Tannary 6, when 20 to 1 
was lieing laid against the colt, he plumped for the 
winner in the following now cryptic lines: 

Confusion to the lips nnsweet, * 

The fawning lips that brexKl ’em; 

I stand aloof, and Iwldly beat 
A kettlednim for freedom. 

Tile Derb.v of 1802, which brought out an Immense 
field, was won b.v a rank outsider, Caractacus. 
against which wlds of .TO to 1 were offered. Never- 
lln-less a lot of small punters were "on,” for, al- 
Hiough Rhyming Richard’s long |siein in Bell ended 
by iilumpiug fur tbt> favorite, Neptuuus, it cun- 



taim-d lines of warning that Cnraetaeiis miglit i-ffeet 
a surprise:

The ll.-izette iKM-ts — and tlii-re grew to he a host 
of liii-ni -of the next f«-xv yetirs proved dire failures. 

Aft<-r the sixties tlie great enize for rliyiiiiiig tips 
seems to liave evaporated, but Hie rhyra'iiig tipster 
lias never ipiite stop|M>d work. In more niuilern 
times another Car.-ielai-iislike coup was liroiight off 
li.v .loliii Trew-Ha.v in the folloxving lines, xvhieh ap- 
IM-areil in tlie .S|Hirtsniaii on Derli.v Day. 1S92;
